He 
told me that HyGain is working on the testing 
range a NEW Patented design for a WARC band 
yagi. It will possibly be unveiled at Dayton 
Next year. it is planned to be offered in 2 
versions jong boom and standard boom the 
model will be TH9XB and TH9X respectively. 
He says that it is full size on 20 and 15 ona 
long boom. | asked how long and he said none 
of the antennas would be offered shorter that 24 
feet. He also stated that the reason that HyGain 
had not mass produced a WARC band antenna 
was that engineering design and tooling was not 
geared to produce an efficient antenna. He 
stated that if the truth were know the Mosley 
WARC band antenna have problems due to their 
design and HyGain refrained from entering the 
market until the antenna could be mass 
produced which would give excellent 
performance. Also it was noted that a recent 
very large antenna contract was awarded to 
HyGain by the military; after careful 
examination of the testing and engineering 
facilities at Mosley, HyGain, and Telrex.
